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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 19, 20, 26, 27, and 31-42 are pending in the instant application. 

Pre Appeal Conference 
The pre appeal committee has decided to reopen prosecution in the instant 
application. Therefore, the finality of the previous action is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Objections 
Claims 27, 31-33, 37-39, and 41 were previously objected to for containing 
elected and non-elected subject matter. 

The claims no longer contain non-elected subject matter, and the objection is 
withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 19, 20, 26, 34-36, 40, and 42 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Hitchcock et al. in view of Thompson et al. (US 
PGPUB 2002/0034656). 

The Applicant's arguments have been found to be persuasive, and the rejection 
is withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
